To  the  Chairman  and  Hlembers  of  the 

Church  Urban  District  Council, 


Chairman,  Me s dame 5 and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  to  you  my  Annual  Report  on  the 
Hecilth  and  Sanitary  Administration  of  the  Urban  District  of  Church 
for  the  year  ending  31st  December,  I966. 

Although  the  number  of  births  is  again  substantially  lower  than 
it  v;as  two  years  ago  the  birth  rate  is  in  fact  quite  comparable  with 
the  national  figures.  The  low  infant  mortality  rate  must  be  looked 
at  together  with  the  still-birth  rate,  which  is  higher  than  the 
national  rate.  Figures  for  infectious  diseases  are  satisfactorily 
low:  there  are  three  deaths  from  Pulmoniiry  Tuberculosis  and  these 
were  all  in  the  age  group  50-35.  General  experience  for  a generation 

past  has  been  that  Tuberculosis  - which  ?7as  once  most  dangerous  to 
young  people  - has  tended  to  move  into  the  older  age  group. 

During  the  year  much  attention  has  been  given  to  the  inspection 
of  houses  in  proposed  clearance  areas.  It  is  of  course  obvious  that 
one  of  the  main  problems  in  the  district  is  the  dealing  of  houses  which 
are  unfit  by  modem  standards;  indeed  with  soLie  of  them  one  wonders 
however  they  can  have  been  considered  suitable  for  human  occupation  in 
tte  first  place.  In  connection  v/ith  these  activities  we  have  to  bear 
in  mind  that  there  is  some  uncertainty  as  to  future  road  development. 

I thank  you,  Mr.  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Committee,  for  your 
continued  help  and  co-operation  throughout  the  year  and  in  particular 
I v/ould  like  to  say  hov?  much  I value  my  association  Y7ith  Mir.  Palk.

Refuse  Renoval. 


A coaplete  weekly  service  providing  52  collections  was 
attained  for  the  fifth  year  in  succession,  Hov/ever,  there  is 
iDLiense  difficuliiy  in  retaining  labour  for  this  dirty,  arduous 
vrork  viiich  has  to  be  performed  in  all  weathers. 

Provision  of  dustbins. 

The  maintenance  of  dustbins  in  this  district  is  a Local 
Authority  responsibility,  and  this  factor  Tn.ll  be  exceedingly 
useful  in  the  event  of  any  change  in  the  type  of  refuse 
receptacle. 

The  Health  Committee  considered  the  different  types  of 
refuse  receptacles  and  have  decided  to  purchase  high  density 
polythene  bins  of  weight  10  lbs,  each. 

Refuse  Disposal, 

Demestic  refuse  and  certain  other  refuse  is  disposed  of 
at  the  tip  at  Par  Holmes  in  accordance  with  the  best  available 
method.  This  form  of  sanitary  disposal  of  refuse  is  dependant 
upon  a plentiful  supply  of  suitable  cover  such  as  furnace  ashes 
and  dust. 

The  present  land,  which  is  used  for  tipping,  previously 
belonged  to  Oswaldtwistle  U,D,C,  Their  sewage  beds  are 
provided  with  ash,  clay  and  soil  which  can  be  used  for  cover, 
but  the  maintenance  of  good  roads  in  wet  weather  causes  some 
difficulty,  and  damage  to  vehicles. 

The  stream.  Tinker  Brook,  adjoins  the  tip  and  regular 
cleansing  and  dredging  is  necessary  to  confine  the  stream  to 
its  banks. 

Salvage . 

The  separation  of  salvable  material  from  household  and 
factory  refuse  has  continued  throughout  the  year.
